generating a print job in/an electronic device, wherein the print job comprises original 
/ print information and prinj/aata; 

transferring thp print job to a printing device; 

storing the/print job in a storage medium in the printing device for later access; 
generating new print information for the print job in the electronic device; 
transferring the new print information to the storage medium and overwriting the original 
print information with the new print information; 
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
